he spoke before the Sociological So- 
ciety last Friday night, In Strathcona 
Hall, on the subject of '"The Relations 
of Sociological Theory to Social Prac- 
tice." 

The value of sociology .to the social 
worker was stressçd by Miss B. W. 
Kerry, who stated that the study of 
the community and Its various ramlfl- 
catloiqs tend to broaden- the' outlobk of 
tbe^w^uiv. The constant contact ir\ 
wlil^iïBS'^wbrker finds himself with 
the Innermost workings of the com- 
munity tend to develop in his person 
the desire for social reform. Such 
social workers often becotRe the van- 
guard of any movement for the Im- 
provement of ' the condljilons in .the 
community,

Lecturer Exliorts Represen-

P. E. NOBBS Of the 
Architecture, when 
spcaktag In a Graduates' Society 
radiologue last night over Station 
CKAC, declaicd in no uncertain terms 
that "Montrealers' must get rid of 
their Elums or the slums-will get rid 
of them," in an interesthig discussion 
of Slum Clearance with special em- 
phasis upon progress being registered 
in Oreat Brltahi. 

The radio speaker reminded his 
audlénce that Moiitreal had a weighty 
sli^il^MraLon Its hands with a dls- 
tributîm^^Sâiefïy located in two eec- 
tions of the community. The Board of 
TnAe tmi Chambre de Commerce 
hâve recientiy. taken up the slum evil 
as a major ' oonsidersUon . and hope in 
time .to. substitute decent housing for 
.the :mrking classes presently living in 
thiese unoanltaiy quarters. 

Slum District Deactlbed :■. 
Praf.iNObte: briefly; traced the- piro- 
gress of the ten year program offlini- 
don, England, which has alloeated 
|175,'0pq,odo for slum clearance. A 
slum district was described as one 
which falls below a certain; standard 
of ;hou|lnK^|uite;,beyon^ t^e pale, of 
ecpQoiàio^^^|?f'(roratii^^^ dls- 
tinçt jfletrhhént to public health. While 
it is a distinct function of the health 
authorities to decide whiat' is and what 
is not. a slum, the local he^tjt officers 
have only power to déclare a property 
unfit for habitation and a'^healthi

JTALY'S threatened defection from the League 

of "Nations brings to the fore the question of 
the actual status of tliat International body in 
the scheme of inter-governmcntal affaks. Mus- 
solini believes that the resignations of bo^ Ger- 
many and Japan, coupled with the non-member- 
ship of Russia and- the United States reduces the 
League to an impotent organization. In -this con- 
ception he Is correct; nevertheless he underestim- 
ates the power of thé League in purély European 
matters. What Italy fearj mcst is the tight grasp 
rrance holds on the League's nffalns, what, with the 
Influence of the Republic on the new nations divid- 
ing Russia from_ Germnny and the unquestioned 
success of the French policy in the decisions of the 
Council. 

If the League loses the suppoii; of tlie powers, 
It win nevertheless still remain the centre, of the 
deliberations so far as the new countries arc con- 
cerned. Politically, Its influence will lie more In 
conciliation tlian In potential force. The military 
aspects of the League will be taken over by tliree 
new alliances, or more properly, three new federa- 
tions which have gnwn up in tile world during the 
last three years.' 
gRXBPLY the new alignments will consist of 

1. The. British Empire, the United States, 
and Rufisda. 

2. Gennany and Japan. 

3. Prance and the new Republics of Europe, 
fôrémost amongst whioh are Poland and Czecho- 
slovakia, ' ..... 

The position of Italy is doubtful: Mussolini 
wiU proba.bly bide ills time ill declaring for allegi- 
ance to any of tliese groups. ' 

At the. present, these fedemtions are entirely 
unofficial, but their presence Is definite. 

The first of these federations Is the English- 
speaking group comprising of the British Empire 
and the United States. While hot bound actually 
by the ties of common language, their alms ora 
Identical, in their desire for the maintenance of 
the statns quo. Into their commp.a. çause ,they have 
subscribed the Influence" of Russia, whose poten- 
tial power In the north Pacific is not to be under- 
estimated. These three, Britain, the United States, 
and Russia have common lutereste' In the Pacific, 
In combating the growing menace of Japan. Toklo 
couM sneer at the strength of England and the 
United States In the Pacific; she camiot disregard 
the jireeence of the Russia on her Manchurian 
frontiers, and she must divide her .attention from 
^thg^^^lo to the problem. Qf preventing the Soviet 
^W^toblnè her in the -back. Again . this alliance 
^UÈT^thè coihmon interest in checking any terrl- 
towal aggression in Asia, Europe, and on the archi- 
pdlgoes of thé Pacific. • 

Germany aad^Japan are coupled in the. second 
I»îfe3MalTâlIlance. 'BolffiihS^^ countries were out- 
raged with the territorial map drawn at Versailles, 
and are still clamouring for a place under the sun.. 
Both ébese nations In^t-thafc they require out- 
let for( surplus populations, and are still nursing 
the ancient and deflated theory that trade follows 
the flag. Japan has had her eyes on the whole 
chain of islands from the Japanese archipeligo 
down to Singapore, and Germany has repeatedly 
voiced demands for the retjim of her.^cdlonfopBoth 
the United States and England have a' common

Japan are imlted in their efforts to achieve them, 
Another aspect of this situation Is the complimen- 
tary nature of the economlc|jM|^^^, and Oer- 
many can well aid Jap|an Inl^SS^ a etronger 
factor in the International world. 

The third alliance Is actually existing. France 
has adopted a paternal attitude over the war-bom 
countries. She has assisted them financially and 
■has supervised their military growth. Her Interest 
Jin them is real, and , obWous to the world. De- 
fensive tfeatles bind'them cldser to^c^K' other and 
to France. . They have encircled Germany v^lth a 
twentieth century Confederation of the Rhine that 
was the brainchild of Vienna after Waterloo. No 
racial. pç linguistic ties bind them; it Is the elemen- 
tal^ iristlhct of" self-preservation that forces them 
into a pack. Their allegiance to each other Is not 
only through pious resolution or treaty but nourish- 
ed actual fear of a rehabilitated and .vengeful 
OAanany that wiU eventually arise from the pres- 
ent shambles and direct her energies against her 
former foes. The fetleration is real; the fear Is 
real; the potentialities take on a concrete aspesfc. 

In spite of all that we have said about the 
decline ôi: the prestige of the League of Nations, 
the death-khell has not yet sounded from the tow- 
ers of Geneva. The League's powers have been 
curtailed through lack of support; her moral force 
will remain so long as the last great power sits in 
at the meetings of the Council. There .Is work for 
the League of Nations aaide from policing the fron- 
tiers of Europe n^-ith . boundary commissions; other 
duties than keeping the powers in line have had the 

focus of her attention. - - 

For one thing, the League of Nations has been 
a great social forcerin' the- rehabïîî&tion^ 
war Europe. It has been the means '.of "cùmmunl- 
cation between conqueror ■ and vanquished; it has 
been the organ of speech for many resolutions 
that have carried a moral message to the world. 
The touching scene of diplomats In tears after the 
first speech that Stresseman delivered beifore the 
League about eight years ago on the occasion of 
Germany's entry will remain for history as' an in- 
cident showing that the people who fought savage- 
ly for four years were of human species, with all 
the feelings of human beings not washed away by 
the tide of blood. This may sound like à message 
from the pulpit, but it really has a definite bear- 
ing: on international affairs. Too often de we treat 
mm VUIce^^iioifeeling grains of sand; too o^ften has 
the woirld regarded the International arena as the 
stam^ping grqund of Niettsche's "obermensch" 
whose human feelings are entirely erased In ef- 
forts to succeed. ^iàilisUil^ÙiÉàii ■ 

While the greater '|^^^^^now. working 
without the League, It does iiot 'necessarUy mean 
that all peace efforts have been In vain, and that 
now the world is due, for a new struggle at arms. 
On the contraiy; while the present alignments are 
purely militaristic, and as such, thei-e is no camou- 
flage hiding their true Identity, they are so pitted 
against each other as to nullify an^ superiority of 
individual states from the mlIitary*point of view. 
Each gi'oup has the measure of the other. It will 
require two federations to succeed against Iho third,

Boxing— The Manly Art

NO. 2 BLOW 

Straight Right To The Heart ^ 

PRESUMING that you have already studlsd the straight left to the 
head, No. 1 Blow, and have the punch pretty well down to perfec- 
tion, let lis switch to the second and alnic.-,i, as potent a blow, the 
straight right to the heart. Always assume the same stance during 
actual combat, your left foot well forward, both legs relaxed, in fact 
the whole body should.^s completely rela.'ied, and. stlflnessi the trait 
common to mos^jj^ggces, should be rellglotùly^avôlded. Rela.-<; in 
every sense of th^^^uinttl of course, the opportune moment to hit 
arrives, then clo^p^pl^ist tightly,^ tense your ami and leg muscles 
until ycu feel that' you have the necessary "punch" in the blow, and 
then release It. • . 

Your right h.-vnd is placed around the region of the heart, your 
left hand is extended well to the fore, both moving contlhiiously while 
the elbows al^^^t^Rray from the Imaginary walls and In close to 
the slde>-};QulmnÉM|^^ .able to deliver the straight right 

to the hcar£S||^^Po||n8n'-ofYt^^^^^^ head is important and should be 
kept* well forward, the ciiln tucked in rather than jutting out, but in 
as comfortable a manner as possible. In order to deliver this blow 
with Its full effect, it should ever be remembered that if the left hand 
Is to act OS a lead the rlglit must be brought up as guard and vice 
versa— no matter what hand, you lead with the other m'ustf be kept in 
position to cover up.

Most Efficient Body-Punisher 

No. 2 Blow is regarded by champioiu such as Tunney, Dempsey and 
Leonard as the one body blow that weakens a man more quickly and 
moraj|in^yely than any 'other.

Impetuous Hector Berlioz fdl in 
love with an actress and determtaed to 
immortalize the event by writing a 
great symphony. The surprising thing 
is that he succeeded. In fact he did 
more than that, with one fell stroke 
he. revolutionized orchestration and 
laid the foundations for the coming of 
Wagner. 

When he Jumped out of the window 
of the dissecting room where he was 
studying medicine he had landed, so 
to speak, in the mi dst ^of staid music- 
ians and proce^^Stewiise quite as 
much commotl^ffl|^^had 'pioi)ably 
left behind in'tlwnmiynsity. He was 
no respecter of custom; almost ruth- 
lessly he blared forth his thundering 
music. And now he suddenly shocked 
sensitive eara^ with a "Fantastique" 
Symphony /of ¥in^ich the thought to 
call it a syinphony seemed fantastic 

and absurd. ■ 

; But Hector's passioii was no ifoke. 
After Miss Smitiison, the actress; re- 
turned to England Berlioz began hear- 
ing scandalous tales about her which 
nearly drove him frantic. For days 
he stormed about Paris, his flaming 
hair dishevelled, I refusing food. And 
then he finished his symphony. It was 
no longer a love poem, it was a rebuke, 
an accusation.

In the fields he 
hears two shepherds sing of love; he 
fears that she might .betray him. Sud- 
denly he dreams that he has killed 
her. y^i'^^^e marching, him to 
the sct^ownii ^m' Inst ant she haunts 
him again— tli|^^3^icènds:and he 
Is dead. ' '''^WfW^'.' 

Now he descends, not inappropriate- 
ly, into Hades and demons dance about 
him. The melody of his beloved has 
been transformed ' Into a base, blas- 
phemous dance— «he has become a 
harlot in Hell. ' " 

Miss Smithson did not hear the 
symphony at its first performance. 
When she did hear it Berlioz had for- 
tunately modified the program notes 
which had beenjaUitoo;œ^^ He Is 
said to have s'eFiS^t^'' orchestra and 
given a furious roll on the kettledrums 
every time he caught her eye, but even 
in his disgust he would hardly have 
thus ruined his own composition.
